Romulus resident Steven 
Lewkowicz wants his neighbor, a 
24-hour trucking service and im¬ 
pounds lot called J.T. Crova, to 
stop using the road that runs by his 
residence. He believes that the 
city council is not enforcing ordi¬ 
nance laws that prohibit commer¬ 
cial vehicles (mainly truck travel) 
on Class 'B' or residential streets 
and he wants the business shut 
down. 

He has stated that the weight of 
the trucks on such a road has 
caused damage to his home. 
"Grant Road right by our house 
has overweight trucks, semi-trucks 
and we get vibration, you can feel 
it right through the floor. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, it has damaged the 
foundation of our home," said 
Lewkowicz. He also claims that 
the weight of these trucks has 
done considerable damage to the 
roads and railways around their 
house. 

Lewkowicz says that while re¬ 
searching the trucking company, 
which is not licensed to operate, 
he believed it to be owned by 
Councilman Bill Crova. "It is my 
opinion that the reason it took so 
for the ordinance department to 
enforce these issues is perhaps 
that you yourself have been illegal¬ 
ly operating trucks on Grant 
Road," said Lewkowicz addressing 
Councilman Crova at a recent city 
meeting 

"A lot of people have been com¬ 
plaining to me at the beginning of 
the petitioning against the other 
company, (about) a company 
called J.T Crova that operates out 
of a lot of property that's owned by 
Mr Crova" 

Councilman Crova responded 
that he has sold his trucking com¬ 
pany at the Grant Road location to 
J.T. Trucking and owns only the 
property the company is on. The 
J.T. Crova that the petitioner is re¬ 
ferring to is a company that I have 
no involvement with other than 
that I used to be in the towing busi¬ 
ness, I sold my towing business...I 
do rent a portion of my property to 
that individual. I think if the peti¬ 
tioner has any questions for J.T. 
Crova, which is a company I have 
no interest in, I suggest he direct 
them to that individual." 

Lewkowicz emphasized that as 
a city official, Crova should know 
the ordinances and that he is rent¬ 
ing to an unlicensed company. 
There was never an issue of li¬ 
censing for his old company or for 
the present J.T Crova

J.T Crova has since filed for a li¬ 
cense that was approved by the 
council, allowing it to continue 
operations at the Grant Road lo¬ 
cation. 

Lewkowicz was present dur¬ 
ing the decision on December 10 
and accused the council of not 
following ordinances, wanting 
the company to be shut down 
until they stop using residential 
streets. The council would not 
agree with the accusations and 
told Lewkowicz to speak to May¬ 
or Alan Lambert to reach a com¬ 
promise. 

pany and I suggest the petitioner 
talk to the owner of that company," 
said Crova in response. 

The facility that he is actually 
making reference to was put to¬ 
gether, or built in the mid^s and 
continues to be a storage lot for po¬ 
lice and impounded cars. If for 
some reason there is an oversight 
on a license I'rn sure they'd be hap¬ 
py to comply," said Crova of J.T. 
Crova Trucking At the time the fa¬ 
cility was built, Romulus was still 
a township and the company did 
not need to be licensed. 

According to City Clerk Linda 
Choate, "It was not even required 
that they need to go to the plan¬ 
ning commission in township 
days." 

Lewkowicz stated that he had 
forwarded a letter to Clerk Choate, 
the building department and May¬ 
or Lambert before he addressed 
the council and received no re¬ 
sponse. He had tried to contact the 
owner of J.T. Crova. ’He laughed in 
my face," said Lewkowicz. 

To emphasize his point, he 
passed out photos to the city coun¬ 
cil he had taken of trucks from J.T 
Crova using Class ’B' roads. City 
council ultimately decided they 
would look at the business and 
maybe give the owner 60 days to 
comply if it is discovered that the 
company is not properly licensed. 
However, they could not shut it 
down or terminate operations on 
the Grant Road property.

“In addition, the administra¬ 
tion, our financial advisors, and 
bond counsel are all aware that 
since the bond sale of $1,500,000 
for the interim fire station was 
completed in March of last year, 
recent state revenue sharing re¬ 
ductions due to the weak econo¬ 
my are causing shortfalls. This 
revenue was intended to pay for 
a portion of the cost to Finance 
the interim Fire Station/DPW 
facility.”

It’s 
one gigantic shopping spree for 
gifts and giving said to embody 
the “spirit of Christmas.” And 
Easter is symbolized by a “bunny” 
the pagan symbol of fertility. 

It seems a majority of people 
who call themselves Christian 
have bought into the false doc¬ 
trine of the social gospel. That is, 
that one’s personal salvation is 
earned by “good deeds” per¬ 


formed if they outweigh one’s 
sins. 

That’s not what the Apostle 
Paul told the early Christians. 
Paul said salvation is a gift of 
grace through faith, not works, 
lest any man should boast He al¬ 
so said that faith without works is 
dead. Is this a contradiction? No. 
What Paul meant was that if one 
believes that Christ (who was 
without sin) died to pay for our 
sins, then good works will follow 
as an effort to please Christ not to 
earn salvation. 

That may sound like a distinc¬ 
tion without a difference. It is not 
We will be judged by our motives 
as well as our actions. 

So in these trying times of war 
and fear, let us celebrate, not just 
the birth, bpt the life, death and 
resurrection of the Prince of 
Peace. And pray to God that he 
will soon come again to establish 
that kingdom of peace promised. 
And do it daily, not just once or 
twice a year

School leadership and staff 
participated in selecting yearly 
themes, such as "Respect Diver¬ 
sity.” Assemblies, speakers, pro¬ 
jects, daily announcements, mes¬ 
sages from the library, and show¬ 
case displays kept the themes in 
front of everyone at all times. 

My book displays, memos in 
announcements, bulletin boards, 
and showcases were always in 
keeping with our themes which 
celebrated the diversity of our 
population, inspired mutual re¬ 
spect, encouraged all of us to be 
positive, and to see the value in 
those around us. 

When I was ready to retire, I 
left many of my ongoing projects 
in the hands of others. Mr Chiu- 
mento was asked to do the gay 
pride-gay history showcases. He 
did. 

The showcases at West and 
the bulletin boards at the high 
school promote education, re¬ 
spect for others, and sharing of 
information. That is what we 
must do in schools. We must 
move away from the old biases 
and prejudices. 

We cannot go back to the days 
of a Bull Conner, Wounded Knee, 
or Stonewall in this country. We 
must come together as a people 
who, on September 11th, experi¬ 
enced the fatal hatred and big¬ 
otry which was directed at us 
from outside our boundaries. 

I applaud the arbitration reso¬ 
lution in favor of Mr Chiumento 
and Mr. Salbenblatt Academic 
freedom, respect for diversity, 
and tolerance will improve life 
within each school and ultimate¬ 
ly the entire community.

‘Candid Camera’ 


Despite the recession, racial di¬ 
versity divining and training are 
growth industries, fueled by a float¬ 
ing definition of racism. 

Nowadays, a racial slur, like sexu¬ 
al harassment is in the eye of the be¬ 
holder. Anything can be racist sexist 
or racist and sexists as long as a vic¬ 
tim says so. 

Once upon a time, racism was a 
term applied to notions of racial in¬ 
feriority and segregation. Racism 
was the legal or societal separation 
of races. One race rode in front of 
the bus, the other in back One race 
was called sir, the other boy. One 
gave orders, the other followed. 

Racists believed in racial superi¬ 
ority. 

The myth of racial superiority 
was dispelled in the 1960s by Martin 
Luther King, Jr’s civil rights march¬ 
es, the first social movement to be 
televised. 

King, of course, was motivated by 
a great moral vision and a desire for 
a new civil rights law, not by hopes of 
creating a civil rights money ma¬ 
chine. 

Taking advantage of nightly tele¬ 
vision news shows, recently expand¬ 
ed to a half hour, the articulate min¬ 
ister’s nonviolent black marchers 
(and their white supporters) com¬ 
pared favorably with the howling 
white mobs led by sheriffs who as¬ 
saulted the dignified marchers with 
racial slurs, fire hoses, and police 
dogs. Contrasted with the white mob, 
the black marchers appeared so su¬ 
perior that the new TV nation quick¬ 
ly discarded any notions of black in¬ 
feriority 

With TV bringing home the injus¬ 
tice of racist sheriffs viciously attack¬ 
ing rather than aggressively defend¬ 
ing the black marchers, it wasn’t long 
before the Civil Rights Act advocat¬ 
ed by King became law in 1964, mak¬ 
ing segregation a federal crime. 

US marshalls, prosecutors, and 
judges so thoroughly enforced the 
law that legal segregation seems al¬ 
most as distant as legal slavery. 

While the law was overdue, the 
timing could not have worse. The 
problem, as historian Elisabeth 
Lasch-Quinn argues in a new book, 
RACE EXPERTS: How Racial Eti¬ 
quette, Sensitivity Training, and 
New Age Therapy Hijacked the Civil 
Rights Revolution. 

According to Lasch-Quinn, the 



civil rights revolution matured at the 
same time as touchy-feely psycholo¬ 
gy caught oa 

Once confined to the hot tubs of 
northern California, sensitivity¬ 
training groups became the rage. 

When the Civil Rights Act failed 
to create equality, civil rights leaders 
borrowed from the hot tub crowd 
and blamed the continuing racial 
disparities on psychological prob¬ 
lems. 

Blacks supposedly fell short be¬ 
cause of inferiority complexes and 
lack of self-esteem. While whites ex¬ 
asperated the situation by failing to 
come to terms with their delusions, 
of racial superiority, which suppos¬ 
edly caused subtle racist attitudes 
and biased behavior. 

Into the divide came the racial di¬ 
versity experts. For a profit, these 
gurus fanned the flames of alleged 
black victims’ resentments while 
teaching alleged white offenders 
how to cure their tainted souls. 

Worse, the experts snagged local 
governments into the com Most re¬ 
cently, Canton Township was pres¬ 
sured by a group of local civil rights 
activists into beginning diversity 
training for psychological reasons, 
such as combatting the "frustration 
of being a minority” and white’s in¬ 
ability to understand racial profiling 

Since then, reality has reared its 
head. On Dec. 6 one of the activists 
filed a racial profiling complaint 
against the Canton patrolman who 
ticketed him for speeding twice the 
limit in a school zone. 

Confronted by the police car’s 
tape of the traffic stop, the activist 
withdrew' his allegation, as have all 
people who have filed racial profil¬ 
ing complaints against Canton pa- 
trolmea 

It appears that patrol car cam¬ 
eras and microphones at traffic 
stops will expose the myth of racial 
profiling by police officers. Policing 
in Canton is a profession, not a psy¬ 
chological test 

Perhaps, the videotaped truth 
will set us free.

The life and times of Edward Bivens* Jr H 
A city pays tribute to former mayor of Inkster

Like Lazarus, Edward Bivens’ 
life was extended by the good 
Lord. 

A year ago, after Bivens had 
suffered a massive stroke, ac¬ 
cording to the former Inkster 
mayor’s wife, January Belmont 
Bivens, some newspapers had 
announced the mayor's death. It 
definitely was a premature an¬ 
nouncement 

“Ed seems to have nine lives,” 
Mrs. Bivens told a large crowd 
which has come to the Roma 
Hall in Garden City to pay tribute 
to the former mayor of Inkster. 
“We may have had some rough 
minutes, and he may have cut 
some of those nine lives, but 
thank God, Ed is with us.” 

Bivens responded with his 
usual quips and humor during 
the program. But he broke down 
in tears when he thanked the citi¬ 
zens “for allowing me to serve 
them” 

“You have made my life. And I 
want to thank you - all of you - for 
a wonderful life,” Bivens said. “I 
was at death’s door, and re¬ 


turned. I am blessed to be with 
you here today.” 

The former mayor related on 
that near life-ending day, April 1, 
2001, how he was about to re¬ 
ceive communion from his pas¬ 
tor, the Rev. Deanna Petit-Sailor, 
of Christ United Methodist 
Church, when a cold sweat came 
upon him. 

“I was the next to receive the 
bread and wine when it all went 
dark and I fell - that was the last 
thing I remembered,” Bivens 
said. 

Rushed to the hospital, doc¬ 
tors determined that the former 
mayor had suffered a stroke. Re¬ 
ports had it that ‘the mayor had 
died” 

“I had to learn how to walk 
and talk all over again,” Bivens 
said. “I know there are some 
people out there that I know but 
can’t remember; but I love all of 
you. That He did spare me, I am 
thankful. My life is different - it 
isn’t perfect but to have a wife 
and children and friends stay at 
my side and to be able to see my 
wife and kids I am truly grateful 
and blessed. 

‘Thank you again for allowing 


me to serve you.” 

Bivens also noted that “his 
mission on earth is obviously not 
over.” 

<•* 

“My mission will be to help the 
youth of our community and to 
show them that one can succeed 
through hard work and dedica¬ 
tion.” 

During the four-hour tribute, 
Bivens was honored by state, 
county and city officials as well 
as local organizations and church 
groups. 

Carmen R. Mitchell, who 
served as the Mistress of Ceremo¬ 
ny, and a city employee, and one 
of a small cadre of individuals 
who helped organize the tribute, 
noted that the mayor was the first 
African American to be elected to 
the office of mayor in the City of 
Inkster in the 1970's and staged a 
successful political comeback in 
1990 when he was elected to con¬ 
secutive terms. 

The mayor also heard from his 
daughter, Patricia Edwards, who 
was not able to attend the tribute. 
Speaking by phone from Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Ms. Edwards said that 
“woixis can’t express my love for 
my father and for what you peo¬ 


ple are doing for him. 

“I am suffering from terminal 
cancer, and that is why I can’t at¬ 
tend, but I want to thank you for 
everything you are doing for 
him.” 

The Rev. George V Williams 
praised Mayor Bivens as “a may¬ 
or of the youth of our city.” 

“He is the first mayor who 
spent time with our young folks,” 
Williams said. 

The speakers - some 20 in all - 
pointed to Bivens long and indus¬ 
trious career as a public servant: 
All noted that “Ed was the first 
Black assigned to the Presiden¬ 
tial Honor Guard, at Fort Lesley 
J. McNair, in Washington, D.C.; 
and the first Black assigned as 
NCOIC of a General Staff Section 
at the Engineer Center He also 
served as president of the 
NAACP Inkster Branch and also 
on the Inkster Board of Educa¬ 
tion. 

“Ed, you have been a good 
leader and an inspiration to all of 
us,” Mitchell pointed out. “We 
hope that this celebration in 
your honor will speak loudly to 
you and the public as to how we 
appreciate you. You have been 


an inspiration to many.” 

Those words were echoed by 
Kay Beard, the Wayne County 
Commission’s Co-Chair who pre¬ 
sented Bivens with a Commen¬ 
dation from the Wayne County 
Commission. There were also 
presentations from Governor 
John Engler; Congresswoman 
Lynn Rivers, State Representa¬ 
tive Jim Plakas, and State Sena¬ 
tor George Hart 

Others who presented the for¬ 
mer mayor with commendations 
included Mayor ProTem of 
Inkster City Council, Wanda Har¬ 
ris-Foster, who substituted for 
Mayor Hilliard Hampton, Jr. 
Mayor Hampton was attending 
the National Conference of Black 
Mayors and could not attend the 
tribute. 

Other groups who honored the 
former mayor were: Inkster 
Christians In Action, the Rev. 
George V Williams; the NAACP 
Western Wayne County Branch; 
Clarence Oden, Jr, representing 
the L.B.PO. Elks; Inkster Commu¬ 
nity Churches, the Elder Isaac 
King, Jr; the Inkster Board of Ed¬ 
ucation and the Conference of 
Mayors.

Wayne County Commissioner 
Robert Blackwell, a close friend 
of Bivens, praised the former 
Inkster mayor as a trailblazer 
and a true leader. 

But it was Mrs. Bivens who re¬ 
minded the gathering: ‘That you 
don’t see someone die, then come 
back to life.” 

“I want to say to all of you out 
there that you need a good part¬ 
ner in life. I have one. And I want 
to thank the Lord for extending 
his life.”
